The rate of taxucion under the Sup- 
plementary Revenue Tax act, which is 
being enacted primarily to recoup 
the general funds of the province, the 
$800,000 being subscribed to the Pat- 
riotic fund, of one mill In each dollar 
on the agsessed value of rateabl@ land 
in every urban unit and at the rate of 
from two cents to four cents an acre 
in rural units, was approved by the 
committee of the whole houge at the 
smting of the legislature on Monday 
afternoon. a 

On the motion of Hon, C. R. . 1 
ell, “rateable land” was defined = te 
mean tand. and any estate or Interest 
tthereon Mable to taxation under the 
provisions of a municipal act, exciu- 
sive of the value of buildings or other 
improvements upon such land. 

The epread of taxation of between 
two and four cents an acre was again 
raised and some members of the op- 
position thought that the spread 
should be from one to eight centa, 

Hon. George P, Smith admitted that 
ft was rough justice, but it was a 
much fatrer plan than that under 
which mubscriptions had been obtain- 
ed for the Patriotic Fund to which 
a portion of the money would ‘be de- 
voted. He instanced the case of a 
man who was worth $50,000 who had 
never subscribed a cent to the fund. 
In that sense the tax was better than 
the voluntary system. “If,” said the 
minister, ‘there are any such discrep- 
ancies as have oocurred tn the last 
two years in connection with the Pat- 
rictle Fund, then we will have nothing 
to say in defence of it. The only way 
to avoid serious discrepancies was to 
narrow down the spread of the tax, 
and he instanced the case of a man 
whose land could only be assessed at 
one cent being assessed at elght cents 
because most of the land in the dis- 
triot was worth that. 

Premier Stewart reminded the com- 
mittee that ther ewas no equalized 
assesement in the provinces outside 
the cities. No such thing existed in 
rural districts, He admitted that if 
the tax were to be continued there 
would ‘have to be a defined system for 
its collection with all the attendant 
expense, 

Mrs. McKinney eald that thera was 
one saving clause !n connection with 
the tax and that was that the expense 
of collection was much less than in 
the case of the wild land tax. That 
would perhaps make the munfolpali- 
tles overlook other things. 

James Weir said that he had receity- 
ed correspondence from all parts of 
the province objecting to the principle 
of direct taxation. 

Mr. Mitchell ventured the opinion 
that when the government would not 
be asked for any more grants the rate 
of taxation would be reduced. He was 
not enthusiastic, he sald, about the 
amount of revenue that would be re- 
ceived from the tax, speaking from 
an experience of the levying of taxa- 

on, 

George Hoadley observed that if the

They then continued 
driving hard for Templeux, near Har- 


gicourt. 
A Battle Furtous 


Just in front of the former village 
were quarries in which the British had 
taken up positions, and here a battle 
of great ferocity was staged. The Ger- 
mans repeatedly tried: to take the 
quarries by storm, but so gallant was 
the defence of the comparatively small 
forces that the attacking troops were 
unable to push their way through. 

While this struggle was in progress, 
the enemy flung five divisions against 
the line in front of Hargicourt and 
compelled the British to fall back from 
that place. This automatically ended 
the struggle in the Templeux quar- 
sion, and the defenders fell back a 
little, é 

On Friday a fierce engagement was 
waged about Leverguier, which the 
Germans captured, but not until the 
British infantry holding the place had 
fought to the last man and inflicted

Perhaps the 
question was not raised because it 
was felt that nothing was to be 
accomplished by an attempt to al- 
4] ter the position of the Dominion 
authorities. In any event the ques- 
tion remains to be solved how the 
provinces are to carry on their 
duties and provide for future con- 
ditions shorn of the financial pow- 
ers given them by the constitu- 
tion. The present, we are told, is 
the time to prepare for the re- 
construction period that must fol- 
low the war, a period when em- 
ploynrent may be expected to be 
scarce and industrial conditions 
generally the reverse of what they 
are at present.

addition to whatever constructive 
work the Dominion and provincial 
governments may then be able to 
carry on, Particularly in the new- 
er parts of Canada this process of 
preparation for future settlement 
atid development cannot be carried 
on in any large way without bor- 
rowing. How, for instance, is a 
new district to be made available 
for settlers unless money can be 
got by the government to build 
roads and bridges, unless the com- 
munities can carry on municipal 
undertakings, and unless the farm 
loan scheme launched by the pro- 
vincial government last year can 
be put in operation to provide 
working capital for the settlers? 
In other directions the handicap 
imposed upon the opening up of 
new opportunities for enployment 
and business must be quite as ef- 
fective as in this instance. Pio- 
neering in any field of human ac- 
tivity cannot be pushed without 
capital. If the provinces are to be 
forbidden to provide capital to 
authorize the raising of capital, 
and to provide facilities for set- 
tlement and business expansion 
which it is their duty to provide, 
how are they to carry on this work 
of preparing to meet the re-con- 
struction period in any way pro- 
portioned to the gravity of the 
problem?

Study of the Bible is always to 
be commended. Provided it is stu- 
died as a guide to right living— 
its great and only purpose. The 
Bible is history and literature. 
But to study it only as history or 
literature would be in direct con- 
tradiction of its purpose, and 
therefore is not to be commended. 
There are people who see fit to 
discuss the Bible as a book of 
physical science, and others as a 
book of revelation as to future 
material conditions. The first seck 
to discredit its moral teachings 
because its allusions to scientific 
facts are inaccurate. And the sce- 
ond apply the brilliant imagery 
whose evident purpose is to exalt 
right and discredit wrong to ma- 
terial conditions of the present or 
future. 

The purpose of the Bible is spir- 
itual, not material. It touches 
matters material in order to im- 
press spiritual ideals the more 
definitely, and on a wider range 
of minds than would be possible 
if expression were confined to the 
ideal. The Bible is nothing if not 
practical in regard to its trve pur- 
posc—if its teachings as to human 
conduct do not enter into the 
everyday life of everyday men, It 
was Christ Himself who said: 


\‘*The Sabbath was made for man, 


“hot man for the Sabbath.’’ The 
Bible is the revelation of God’s 
will to man as to what he should 
or should not do from day to day 
for the welfare and betterment of 
mankind. It is not, and is not in- 
tended to be, a revelation as to 


to how or when he will destroy it, 
nor yet as to what will be the 
conduct or the fate of any of its 
various peoples at any stage in its 
history. The Bible is a mirror of 
| the human soul, as it always was, 
as it now is, and as it always will 
be. It is not a fortune tellers’ gaz- 
ing crystal in which the future 
fate of men or of nations may be 
disclosed. And yet it has been a 
favorite occupation of more or 
less numerous individuals in all 
ages of at least the Christian era, 
to treat the Bible in this way and 
study it for this purpose. In doing 
so they were—and are—profaning 
and prostituting the sacred char- 
acter of the work. It cannot be 
conceived that this was ever done 
for a good purpose, or that it ever 
|had or can have, a good result in 
|the betterment of humanity by 
ithe betterment of human conduct. 

The organization called the In- 
ternational Bible Students associa- 
tion, which has been in existence 
for some years, apparently had 
|for its purpose the study of the 
Bible as a book of mystery, or of 
prophecy as to future world con-
